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COVER  STORY 

In  1837  the  Royal  Entertainments  Committee  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  ot  London  requested  William  Wyon  to  produce  a  medal  to 
commemorate  the  visit  of  Queen  Victoria  to  the  Guildhall.  The  result 
was  probably  Wyon’s  best  known  medal,  since  his  portrait  of  the 
Queen  was  later  to  inspire  Sir  Henry  Corbould  in  his  design  for  the 
penny  black  postage  stamp.  Silver  and  bronze  examples  of  the  medal 
were  produced  in  some  quantity  by  Wyon  who  made  use  of  his 
perquisite  as  Chief  Engraver  at  the  mint  and  struck  them  on  ‘the 
Great  Die  Press'.  Wyon  was  also  authorised  to  strike  one  example  in 
gold  for  presentation  to  the  Queen;  regrettably,  the  whereabouts  of 
this  piece  is  not  now  known  and  probably  it  has  not  survived. 

There  is  also  in  existence  what  is  currently  believed  to  be  a  unique 
example  in  silver  gilt;  this  may  have  been  presented  to  a  dignitary  on 
the  occasion  of  the  royal  visit. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  weather  on  the  day  of  the  visit  was 
somewhat  wet,  large  crowds  had  waited  many  hours  to  watch  the 
procession  to  the  city.  The  occasion  was  a  joyous  one  and  there  is 
little  doubt  that  Wyon’s  beautiful  medal  was  as  popular  then  as  it  is 
today.

ROYAL  CANADIAN  MINT 
RELEASES  MORE  OLYMPIC  SILVER  COINS 


PETER  CLAYTON 

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  has  released  two  more  of  its  Olympic  coins — biathlon  and 
hockey — in  the  build-up  to  the  1988  Olympic  Winter  Games.  These  sterling  silver 
coins  are  part  of  a  series  of  ten  depicting  winter  sports.  They  are  being  issued  to 
commemorate  the  1988  Winter  Olympics  which  will  be  held  in  Calgary  in  the  Canadian 
mid-west  and  to  raise  funds  in  support  of  the  Games. 

The  first  two  coins — downhill  skiing  and  speed  skating — were  released  when  the 
programme  was  announced  in  September,  1985.  The  remainder  of  the  series,  depicting 
the  sports  of  cross-country  skiing  and  free-style  skiing;  figure  skating  and  curling;  ski- 
jumping  and  bobsled  will  be  released  two  at  a  time  at  approximately  six-month 
intervals  leading  up  to  the  Olympic  Games  in  1988.  (See  Coin  A'  Medal  Bulletin  Nov. 
1985,  pp.  373-4). 

The  winter  sport  of  biathlon  combines  skiing  and  shooting.  The  coin  depicts  a 
biathlete  laying  prone  in  the  snow  preparing  to  shoot  at  a  target.  Having  just 
completed  five  kilometres  of  cross-country  skiing,  he  or  she  must  now  focus  their 
concentration  on  the  target  50  metres  away.  Of  all  the  winter  Olympic  sports,  the 
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biathlon  requires  the  most  control  and  accuracy.  The  biathlon  event  is  based  on  a 
military  patrol  race  first  instituted  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  Now,  as  then,  the 
competitors  cross-country  ski  against  time  over  a  20-kilometre  (or  10km)  course 
interspersed  with  four  (or  two)  firing  stations.  Time  is  added  on  to  overall  totals  if  the 
biathletes  miss  their  targets  during  the  shooting  portion. 

Canadian  women’s  biathlon  champion  Lise  Meloche  is  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of 
the  biathlon  Olympic  coin:  ‘When  they  see  the  biathlon  coin,  I  am  sure  that  many 
people  around  the  world  will  say.  What  is  that  sport?’  said  Ms.  Meloche,  “And  that  is 
good,  because  then  they  will  learn  about  the  biathlon  in  countries  where  it  is  virtually 
unknown”. 

The  biathlon  was  first  introduced  as  an  Olympic  sport  at  Squaw  Valley,  California  in 
1960.  Men's  team  events  were  first  introduced  in  1968  at  the  Winter  Olympics  in 
Grenoble.  The  1988  Games  will  include  both  individual  and  team  events  for  men.  Lise 
Meloche  is  hoping  that  increased  awareness  for  the  sport  through  the  release  of  the 
biathlon  coin  will  play  a  role  in  ensuring  that  women’s  events  will  be  included  in  the 
1992  Games. 

The  hockey  coin  represents  one  of  the  few  team  sports  in  the  Winter  Games.  It 
depicts  a  goalkeeper,  tucked  in  his  crease,  stretching  wide  with  his  outstretched  glove 
hand  to  make  a  save  and  prevent  a  goal  from  being  scored.  No  other  sport  captures  the 
imagination  and  national  pride  of  Canadians  more  than  ice  hockey.  In  the  UK,  the 
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sport  is  rapidly  gaining  in  popularity  having  suffered  a  lull  for  some  years,  with 
C  anadian  players  now  in  a  number  of  British  teams. 

1  hrough  the  sale  of  this  coin  series  in  more  than  20  countries  in  North  America, 
Europe,  Asia  and  Australia,  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  hopes  to  raise  more  than  $30m 
to  offset  costs  of  athlete  training  worldwide  as  well  as  the  construction  of  the  Games 
sites  m  Calgary. 

rhe  three-year  coin  programme  is  titled  ‘The  Pursuit  of  Excellence’  to  exemplify  the 
dedication  of  Olympic  athletes  like  those  depicted  on  the  coins  as  well  as  the 
craftmanship  of  the  coins  themselves.  The  Mint  has  received  praise  for  the  realism  of 
the  athletes'  images  which  were  reviewed  by  the  national  sport  federations  in  Canada 
prior  to  striking  the  coins.  With  a  denomination  of  $20,  the  sterling  silver  Olympic 
coins  have  the  highest  face  value  of  any  Canadian  silver  coins  ever  struck  by  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint.  Each  coin  contains  one  Troy  ounce  of  pure  silver  and  will  only  be 
struck  in  a  proof  finish  (brilliant  background  with  a  frosted  relief). 

A  total  of  five  million  Olympic  coins  will  be  minted  for  worldwide  distribution.  Of 
this  limited  mintage,  three  and  a  half  million  coins  (350,000  sets  of  10)  have  been 
reserved  for  subscription  sets  and  are  available  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis  until 
September,  1986.  Subscribers  to  the  complete  10-coin  set  receive  a  certificate  of 
authenticity.  The  coins  are  available  at  £28  each,  through  PUS  Mailing,  PO  Box  14, 
No.  1  Warehouse,  Horley  Row,  Horley,  Surrey  RH6  8DW. 


SEABY  ST  GEORGE’S  DAY 
AUCTION 


It  was  generally  agreed  by  all  those  that  attended  the  occasion  at  the  Berners  Hotel  in 
London  on  23rd  April  that  the  sale  was  a  great  success.  The  catalogue  had  been 
favourably  commented  upon  and  even  our  auctioneer,  Michael  Newman,  a  man  of 
great  experience,  remarked  that  it  was  the  best  catalogued  sale  that  he  had  handled. 

A  total  hammer  price  of  £145,1  12.00  was  realised  with  only  four  percent,  unsold. 
Personal  attendance  at  the  sale  was  gratifyingly  high  and  the  many  postal  commissions 
received  from  clients  around  the  world  necessitated  three  of  our  staff  to  handle  them.

£3,000.  This  coin,  depicting  St  George  and  the  dragon,  was  featured  on  the  front  cover 
of  the  catalogue,  which  may  well  have  contributed  to  the  many  bids  received  for  this 
piece.

Milton  Keynes  was  formed  in  I960  in  rural  Buckinghamshire  as  a  new  town  developed 
out  of  fields  and  absorbing  towns  including  Bletchley  with  Fenny  Stratford  and  a 
number  of  villages.  It  straddles  the  A5  (Watling  Street)  trunk  road  and  the  London 
(Euston)  &  North  Western  main  railway  line,  on  which  a  station  in  its  name  was  added 
next  after  Bletchley’s. 

The  item  reported  by  this  article  is  owned  by  Mr  R.  Colliass,  a  resident  of  Bletchley, 
acquired  by  him  in  1985  out  of  a  box  of  miscellaneous  coins  on  a  stall  in  central  Milton 
Keynes  of  a  market  trader  who  had  no  recollection  of  how  he  came  by  it.  The  owner 
conjectures  that  it  was  from  a  house  clearance,  and  it  is  tempting  to  infer  a  house 
somewhere  amongst  the  pre-1960’s  settled  communities  of  the  new  town. 

The  item,  depicted  in  Fig.  1,  is  a  roughly  circular  metal  flan  of  maximum  width 
38  mm.  and  of  thickness  2  mm.,  with  one  face  blank  and  the  other  bearing  a  shallow 
incuse  impression  of  the  obverse  of  an  1820  shilling.  The  impression  is  distorted,  with 
diameter  minimum  24  mm.,  maximum  25  mm.;  the  “1”  of  date  is  faint.  The  surround 
is  pierced  with  two  neat  holes  diametrically  opposed,  and  is  scooped  away  from  base  of 
the  impression  to  a  flattening  of  the  flan's  rim.  Fig.  2  is  a  mirror-image  to  show  the 
shilling  obverse  normally. 

Through  courtesy  of  Mr  G.  P.  Dyer,  the  photographs  have  been  supplied  and  the 
Royal  Mint’s  technical  comments  have  been  obtained  to  the  following  effect:- 

a.  X-ray  fluorescence  spectrometry  has  shown  that  the  item  is  made  of  virtually  pure 
copper. 

b.  The  item  must  be  not  a  die  but  a  mould,  in  view  of  the  cutaway  channel  or  lip  at 
base,  and  the  two  holes  are  slots  to  take  locating  devices  for  locking  the  reverse  for 
performing  the  casting. 

c.  The  Chief  Engraver  considers  that  the  mould  was  formed  by  forcing  a  genuine 
shilling  into  the  copper  flan  in  hot  state. 

In  view  of  a.  above,  the  source  of  the  flan  was  presumably  a  discarded  19th  c.  penny 
token,  smoothed  off.  The  mould  seems  lacking  in  expertise  by  the  type  defects  —  from 
picking  a  worn  official  shilling?  —  of  the  faint  “1”  in  date  and  also  a  seemingly  broken 
nose. 

As  it  turns  out,  there  is  no  link  between  this  forging  process  and  the  producing  of  the 
shillings  from  forged  dies  dealt  with  in  this  writer's  article  in  the  Bulletin  of  July- 
August  1985.

Hie  table  put  forward  below  is  assembled  from  the  writer’s  personal  experience; 
reports  from  his  correspondents;  entries  in  Colonel  M  H.  Grant's  Catalogue  of  British 
Medals  [1760-1837]  (BNJ  xxii-xxiii,  1936-41);  sundry  other  publications  and  dealers 
lists;  and  with  valuable  help  (particularly  on  issues  prior  to  John  Powell’s)  from  the 
index  in  The  Numismatist  of  November  1959  (pp.  1366-71)  to  M.  and  G.  Fuld’s 
serialized  catalogue  of  the  series  in  that  journal,  and  from  F.  A.  B.  Ward’s  list  of 
European  Scientific  Instruments  in  the  Department  of  Mediaeval  and  Later  Antiquities 
of  the  British  Museum  (1981). 

The  table  is  confined  to  single-year  metallic  Calendar  Medals  (pocket  calendars) 
signed  by  English  makers.  Prior  to  Grueber,  coverage  was  regularly  January- 
December;  striking  was  in  copper  (the  later  issues  sometimes  gilt  or  silvered),  and  the

diameter  varied.  Foster's  was  34  mm.  (and  the  contents  astrological).  Issues  every 
year  started  under  Powell,  41  mm.  until  the  early  1750’s  and  then  37-38  mm.  for  his 
remaining  issues;  under  Davies  37  mm.;  then  39  mm.  under  the  Kempson  styles  and 
38  mm.  under  Ingram.  Information  shown  included  terms  of  Law  Sittings. 

Much  later,  Grueber  came  on  the  scene  with  new  ideas.  His  issues,  measuring 
38  mm.,  were  in  hollow  aluminium  with  non-metallic  padding  and  showed  on  one  face 
his  patented  radial  form  of  calendar  tabulation,  the  other  face  being  devoted  to  client 
advertising,  etc.  Ensuing  issues  by  impersonally  named  companies  managed  by  him 
were  in  solid  aluminium. 

The  careers  of  the  makers  from  Powell  onwards  (except  Banks)  and  illustrations  of 
typical  calendar  medals  will  appear  in  the  present  writer’s  forthcoming  book  Diction¬ 
ary  of  Makers  of  British  metallic  tickets,  checks,  medalets,  tallies,  and  counters,  1788- 
1910.

After  lunch,  a 
guided  tour  of  the  Oxford  colleges  was  much  enjoyed  by  all  those  delegates  who  were 
able  to  force  themselves  away  from  the  attractions  of  the  local  stamp  and  coin  fair, 
coincidentally  held  at  the  same  venue.  After  dinner,  Michael  Metcalf  lectured  on 
‘Anglo-Saxon  Sceattas’.  Sunday’s  talks  were  by  George  Berry  on  ‘Tavern  Tokens’  and 
Peter  Clayton  on  ‘Currency  and  Coinage  in  Greek  and  Roman  Egypt’.  After  Frank 
Snow  had  thanked  all  the  speakers  for  the  consistently  high  standard  of  their  papers, 
he  was  thanked  in  his  turn  for  the  organisation  of  the  Course  by  the  President,  Peter 
Clayton.  The  weekend  ended  with  a  convivial  lunch. 

The  Annual  Lecture  Course  in  1987  will  be  held  at  Homerton  College,  Cambridge, 
4—6  September.

The  shining  gold  coins  offered  a  couple  of 
days  ago  are  simply  worth  bullion  value  when 
offered  for  resale  afterwards. 

Prospective  purchasers  please  compare 
prices  asked  lor  a  proof  sov.  and  the  daily  rate 
quoted  (you  can  get  practically  B.U.)  to  buy 
and  sell  sovs.  in  the  Daily  Telegraph. 

Even  allowing  x%  difference  between  B.U. 
and  Proof  and  the  iniquitous  VAT  the  pre¬ 
mium  is  murderous. 

And  the  £2  coins  at  £299.  Oh  help!! 

Collectors  young/old  would  increase  in 
number  by  the  removal  of  VAT  which  from 
the  criminal  cases  reported  must  cost  the 
Chancellor  more  to  collect  than  he  ever  gets 
legitimately. 

Lastly  from  little  beginnings  big  trees  grow'. 

Never  mind  B.N.T.A.  numbers.  All  the 
little  local  dealers  can  do  100%  more  than  the 
posh  dealers  by  encouraging  the  young  entry. 
Help  them,  encourage  them  and  above  all  get 
them  to  trust  you.

1787  Semee  Shillings  —  Dear  Sir,  In  the  April 
Bulletin  you  published  a  letter  from  Mr.  I.  D. 
Brown  from  Ontario;  this  pointed  out  the 
adjectival  use  of  the  word  "semee”  in  connec¬ 


tion  with  the  Royal  Arms  on  the  coinage  ot 
1787.  The  letter  made  me  wonder  how  long  "a 
semee”  had  appeared  in  the  Catalogue  and 
why  the  feminine  singular  ending  is  used. 

I  found  that  the  Catalogue  has  used  the 
words  since  at  least  as  far  back  as  1949;  how¬ 
ever,  in  1936  (when  orders  were  being  taken 
for  the  coinage  of  Edward  VIII)  the  terms 
were  "with  ermine  in  arms”  and  "without 
ermine". 

Spelling  m  the  heraldry  books  varies,  e.g. 
two  have  "semy”;  two  "seme”;  two  "semee”. 
Webster’s  Dictionary  gives  "seme”  as  an  ad¬ 
jective,  but  also  as  a  noun,  defined  as  "In  art  a 
sprinkling  or  strewing,  ornamentation  or  a 
pattern  consisting  of  separate  objects  or 
groups  of  small  figures  such  as  flowers  of 
stars.”  The  Oxford  Dictionary  defines  the 
word  as  "powdered”  when  used  as  an  adjec¬ 
tive.  The  spellings  are  various:  “semi”  ( 1562); 
"semie”  (1586);  "semy”  (1641);  "semee” 
(1700);  "semee”  (1718).  As  a  substantive  the 
meaning  is  "a  powdering”;  there  is  a  plural 
example  “some  semies  .  .  .”  (1562). 

Heraldically  it  seem  that  seven  objects  are 
the  minimum  for  the  use  of  the  term;  below 
that  the  actual  number  is  to  be  stated.  Thus 
many  of  the  Hanoverian  pieces  are  on  the 
borderline  of  qualifying. 

The  British  Compendium  (ca.  1759)  has 
“Sol,  semee  of  hearts  .  .  .”  i.e.  no  accent;  the 
same  spelling  is  used  as  a  noun,  as  in  the 
passage:  "And  when  Charles  VI  of  France 
reduced  the  semee  to  three  Fleurs  de  Lis,  K. 
Henry  V  of  England,  who  conquered  France, 
did  the  like”. 

In  heraldry  the  French  use  "seme”  in  the 
masculine  form  because  the  adjective  qualifies 
"ecu”  (shield);  the  substantive  "un  seme”  is 
also  masculine.  If  the  term  is  anglicised  there  is 
a  case  by  analogy  for  using  "semy”  as  the 
adjective  and  "semee”  as  the  noun,  but  there 
seems  no  overriding  reason  for  abandoning  the 
wording  and  spelling  that  has  for  so  long 
appeared  in  the  Catalogue.  —  DR  G.  H  L.

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Dear  Sir,  I  refer  to  Mr.  Brown’s  letter  in  your 
current  issue.  The  Oxford  English  Dictionary 
gives  semee  a  noun  form  also,  from  16th  cen¬ 
tury,  meaning  a  powdering  or  scattering.  So  a

Mint  Marks  on  Five  Pound  Pieces  —  Dear  Sir, 
In  the  January/February  Bulletin  you  pub¬ 
lished  a  letter  from  the  Keeper  of  Antiquities, 
City  of  Derby  Museums  and  Art  Gallery. 

The  letter  suggests  that  the  Royal  Mint's 
purpose  in  including  a  special  U  mark  on  the 
brilliant  uncirculated  £5  pieces  struck  since 


1984  may  not  have  been  fully  understood. 
Perhaps  I  could  be  allowed  to  explain  that  the 
mark  is  intended  by  the  Mint  as  a  means  of 
readily  distinguishing  £5  pieces  struck  in  bril¬ 
liant  uncirculated  quality  from  the  rather  more 
expensive  pieces  struck  to  proof  standard.  It 
accordingly  offers  a  degree  of  protection  to 
inexperienced  collectors  who  may  at  some 
time  be  tempted  to  buy  a  brilliant  uncirculated 
£5  piece  under  the  mistaken  impression  that  it 
is  the  superior  proof  version. 

For  your  correspondent  to  describe  the  U 
mark  as  a  "cheap  marketing  gimmick”  is  there¬ 
fore  less  than  fair.  —  M.  T  GRAGG,  Market¬ 
ing  Manager,  Royal  Mint,  Llantrisant.
